Papp. with his 
custoniar.v st.vle of racing close to the inner rail, 
was lucky in escaping any larssible interference 
and followed Nutcracker, the early leader, closely 
and disiatscd him from the lead Just as the lower 
turn was reached. When full}' straiglitened away 
for the stretch racing the l..oft youngster increased 
his advantage and apiieared the easiest kind of a 
winner, hut the steadying ini|Kist of 139 laninds, 
coupled with the niinhly going, served to tin- him 
and his rider. Allen, was forced to his wliip to 
first outsta.v Es<-oha, which had hHinied uii with a 
momentary threatening chiilienge .-iiid later the fast 
• oiiiing Kasliniir. The latter lost some ground M- 
J)cing forced to race wide on the turns, hut tm- 
tifttH-n-|K>und weight coiuA-ssion in- rcceivc-d from 
Papp almost hrouglit alsiut liis success anil he would 
have won at a longer distance. On his showing 
this afternoon Papp demonstrated that he holds 
the other two-year-olds safe, at least in mudd.r 
going and at a distance of three-ijuarters or under.

'I’lie latter flatten-d ex- 
tensively by sLiying close to Kaux-(5d and Manager 
AA’aiti- and passing into the lead when his rider 
urged him. Oiiis- in the lead his victory aiiiicared 
certain, but Moscowa. which also had Im-cii follow- 
ing close up. came witli a sensational rush within 
the stn-tch turn and ultimately won with the ut- 
most ease. Hick AA'illiaiiis landed second idaci- far 
in advance of Manager AVaite. which again came 
in tile stretcli to head the others.

TIm- comers being mostly from Canada, according 
to Mr. Applegate tliere will Im- more goisl horses 
available for Kentuck.v racing this fall than ever 
iM-fore.

AMERICAN TURF RECOVERING. 



RESULTS FROM YEARLING SALES FURNISH 
PROOF SPORT IS REGAINING FAVOrf, 

Many Men of Wealth and Standing, Who Have 
Become Interested in Racing, Are Largely 
Responsible for Present Conditions, 



(By J. R. .leffery.) 

Saratoga. N. Y., .August 1.5. — The magnificent 
results which have as a general rule attended the 
yearling sales conducted here this month furnisli an 
eloquent testimonial of the extent to which the 
•American turf has recovered from the depression 
incidental to the repressionary legislation of a de- 
cade ago. For several years there has been an 
upward tendency in values, but it has remained for 
the pn-sent month to set the standard higher than 
at an.v time since the Hughes anti-racing legislation 
knocked the bottom out of the breedng industry 
ten years ago. 

The many men of wealth and standing who have 
come into the siMirt of racing within the past two 
or three years are largel.v resjM)nsible for the highl.v 
satisfactor.v condtions that are at present prevailing. 
These men. in their efforts to obtain worthy repn-- 
sentatioii on the turf, are constantl.v vying with 
eacli other for the more desirable offerings, and a 
demand is thereb.v cri-ated which has stimulated the 
market to the |siint where the breeder finds it once 
more worth while to devote his efforts to the pro- 
duction of high-class stock. 

With liardl.v an exception everytliing offered here 
this montli possessing merit has Is-en well sold, 
and in addition to the sales by auction there have 
been a considerable numbt-r of imiMirtant private 
transactions, in which horses of proven merit have 
passed into new hands at fancy prices. Sales in 
which $ 10,000 is the consideration have become so 
common that they no longer excite comment. 

Desirable Accessions to New York Turf. 

It is no longer easy for the man of moderate 
means to obtain possession of a good horse, and 
racing in this part of the country appt-ars to be 
developing more and more into a sport for rich 
men exclusively. It is doubtful if even in tin- 
golden days of the New York turf, when the siMirt 
was at the zenith of its prospi-rity, ns many repre- 
^ntative men were interested as nowadti.vs. and it 
is a healthy sign of the times, as well as a happy 
augury for the future, that there seems to Im- no 
end to the infusion of fresh IiIimmI. The New York 
turf is receiving constant aci-essions from desirable 
sources and is in such high favor just now that it 
seems only a (piestion of a short time In-fore all 
the ground lost a few years ago will have In-en 
regained. 

The splendid results obtained this year go to 
prove that Saratoga is unexcelled as a marketing 
place for yearlings. 'Phe reasons for this are self- 
evident. 'To begin with, everylM)d.v who is anybod.v 
in racing comes hen-. .And while here, there is 
nothing to distnict their attention from the racing, 
and its concomitant features, of which the yearling 
sales are in-rhaps the most imiMirtant. 'The result 
is that the sales are invariably well attended. In 
fact, the.v are looked upon as an entertaining featun- 
of the dail.v routine, and one which few care to 
miss, regardless of whether they intend to purchase 
or not. 

With thanks to the enterprise of E. J. Tranter, 
pr»-sident of the Fasig-'Tipton <-omnany of New A'ork. 
.Saratoga now iMiasts of facilities for the holding of 
these sales the (-ipial of which cannot be found an.v- 
where else. One so well qualified to speak as 
t’lareni-e H. Alacka.v, who has visited the Tattersall 
sales iiaddocks at Newmarket. Iji England, and 
the similar Fr»-nch establishments of Messrs, t’heri & 
Helbron, whicii are the most representative insti- 
tutions of the sort abroad, iiropounces the new pad- 
dock and sales ring which Mr. Tranter erected here 
this year the finest of its kind to be found any- 
whert- in the world. 

Fasig-Tipton Company to Have Larger Quarters. 

Mr. 'Tranter is not content to rest on the laurels 
already won in this respect. Encouraged by tin- 
success of tin- yearling sales this .year, he is 
planning to expand the sales plant and add new 
featiin-s to it for next year. The additions will 
includi- a building which will be devoted to the use 
of horsemen for lounging purposes, reading, letter- 
writing and similar uses. It will be equijiped with 
a librar.v eontaining the stud iMMjks and repre- 
sentative racing publications, shower baths, retiring 
rooms, etc. Quarters will also be provided for the 
use of the ladies with a maid in attendance. Tlie 
plant at present embraces 2lK» Im>x stalls and an or- 
nate and commodious sales ring. It was found 
inadequate this year, and a tent eontaining sixty- 
four stalls was pressed into service to accommotlate 
the overflow of horses sent to the sales ring. Next 
year Mr. Tranter will have a greatly increased 
capaeit.v in in-mianent stalls. 

The iilant, which is liM-ated on East avenue, in 
close proximity to the race track, was iM-gun in 
April last, after Mr. 'Tranter had been waited upon 
by a delegation of Kentuck.v breeders and imimr- 
tuned to jirovide accommodations here for the sale 
of yearlings each year. 'The Fasig-'Tipton com- 
pany, of which Mr. 'Tranter iM-c.ame the sole pro- 
prietor .lanuary 1, 1914. after having been associ- 
ated with Edward A. Ti]iton in its ownership from 
1904, abandoned the thoroughbred sales field several 
years ago, and re-entered it this year In response 
to the demand already refern»d to. Charles F. Hill, 
wlio managed the stud of C. H. Mackay in Ken- 
tueky for many years, is in charge of the thorougli- 
bred department of the compan.v. President 'Tranter 
declares that much of the credit for the re-entry of 
his coni-t-rn into the thoroughbred field and the 
construction of the model sales ring here should 
Im- given to Hal Price Headley, of the Beaumont 
Stud, at l.,exington. Ky., who was the leading 
figure in the negotiations wliich led to the build- 
ing of the sales mart and of which all concerned 
should certainly feel proud. 

MONTREAL MEETING AT MAISONNEUVE PARK. 

Montreal, Que., August 1.5. — Montrt-al’s first oral 
betting race meeting will not take place at the 
Kempton I’ark, latprairie course, but at the Maison- 
neuve track. It will start on Saturday, August IS. 
Definite announcenient to this effect was made 
today, and shipment of horses from the Laprairle 
coursi-, when- nearly 2(K) were stabled, to Maison- 
neiive Is now under way. 

The heavy rain which deluged the Kempton track 
last week, together with the difficulties in the 
matter of transiM>rtation, resulted in the meeting’s 
iM-ing transferred to a city track. Manager Holman 
decided to lease the Maisonneuve track from the 
owners and will conduct his meeting there. The 
meeting will be under his personal management, 
there being no connection with the former manage- 
ment of the Maisonneuve course. 

The transfer is expected to prove advantageous 
both to the public and the management, as the 
Maisonneuve course is much easier of access, and 
it will be imssible to run a fuU card of race*
